Thank you very much for your recent letter telling me about the opening 
at Ketchikan, and I am sorry I have been so long in answering it. I as- 
sure you that the decision was one of the hardest I have ever had to 
make, and the answer now seems to be, "No". I am still deeply interested 
in Alaska, and knowing Jim Hall, I am interested especially in the work 
at Ketchikan, but this is the situation. 


My work here really is not done. I have not seriously considered moving 
at all until your letter came. Even then, after the first excitement died 
away, I could see that there is too much to do here before I want to leave 
the field. This is my first parish, and there are still many things which 
I want to try out on these people, who seem to be willing to be guinea 
pigs, before I move on to something else. 


The other factor in our decision, and I am speaking frankly and confi- 
dentially, is that my wife && afraid of what would happen to her mother's 
health if we should move that far away. My mother-in-law has heart trouble, 
and inasmuch as their family is very close, and has never been separated, 
such a move on our part would be a serious emotional shock to her. I trust 
that you will not repeat this information.

Empire because of having sent out Programs for the Women's International Day 
of Prayer. When,if ever,I shall be able to return to Korea is problematical. 


My wife and I are missionaries at heart. Is there any possibility,do you think, 
of the Board of National Missions sending us to Alaska? We could go without our 
children,who are 23 and 18 years of age. I am now 50 and Mary is 49. We have had 
a good health record,though Mary was somewhat nervously exhausted a year ago. 
Our chief work in Korea has been Bible teaching and evangelism. I have heard 
that one can work in Alaska through the medium of the English language to a 
large extent. Perhaps we could get a little of a dialect,too. 


Perhaps you do not have any direct part in choosing candidates,but could you 
ascertain the possibilities for me? At present I will not write to the Board. 
I believe that the Foreign Board,because of the present Situation,would be 
glad to loan us to the National Board for a term of service,perhaps longer if 
we found a place of usefulness in Alaska.

Your kind letter of Nov 29 has just reached us at the above, address. As you have 
suggested,I have filled out the blank which you enclosed,although without further 
information as to the particular field and the opportunities of a Sunday School 
missionary,we are scarcely in a position to make definite application. Neither 
have we as yet conferred with the Board of Foreign Missions,though I am today 
writing Dr. Herrick Young in regard to the matter. Missionaries at heart,forced 
out of the fiebhd where our roots have gone deep,our thought has been directed to 
Alaska,understanding that the NEED is great and that much exangelistic work can 

be carried on through the medium of the English language. 


In Chosen my work has been both in the city and in the villages,oversight and 
pastoral work among as many as 70 churches and groups,Bible Classes of a weeks’ 
duration,personal evangelism,and especially in the winter teaching and having 
charge of the Pyengyang Men's Bible Institute. Mrs. Hill's work for some 
twenty years has been the teaching of Bible in the Women's Biblical Seminary, 
Girl's Academy,and Women's Bible Institute of Pyengyang,beside superintendance of 
a Women's Sunday School,calling in homes for personal evangelism,etc. She would 
like to be able to use her musical gift in evangelistic work. 


Whereas we would delight to say “We are ready to go wherever there is the greatest 
need and where we can best fit into that need",since my wife is subject to heat- 
headaches we believe we ought to be in not too hot a climate. Of course S.Alaska 
would not be in that category. For six weeks of the summer in Korea she was able 
to go to the sea side,and do studying and other work preparatory for the heavy 
schedule of the following months. 


It is not clear to us whether there is a possible opening for Sunday School ory for 
pastoral work in Alaska,or just what it is that you have in mind .Evangelistic work, 
work for youth, and Bible teaching appeals to us. 

It is bereby possible that a pastorate in California may open for us,but we would 
prefer to be in a field not so crowded with Ministers of the Gospel. In the event 
of a possible opening we should appreciate word by air-mail.

will forgive me for causing you the inconvenience of forwarding it to

I am interested in the possibility of Mission work in Alaska, 

It seems, probably, a rather far fetched statement to make, esp- 
ecially in my present state of comparative ignorance both of Alaska and 
the possibilities and nature of Mission work there. However, it seems 
that I must make this inquiry for. information so that I can settle for 
myself the question of whether or not God is calling me to that type of 
work, 

For many years, there seems to have been a definite urge to do 
this type work, and once, while in college, I made an inquiry of the 
Board as to the possibility of such service. I was informed then that 
under any circumstances, I would have to have further training than I 
then had. 

I do not believe that I am unfitted for work as a Pastor here 
in the states, which position I not fill with what I believe is com- 
perative success, Nor do I fail to enjoy my Gospel work here.

This matter weighs heavily upon me, and 
a personal consultation with you would not only have

However, since I am so dreadfully tardy in 
this matter, and since I know that placements such 
as these are urgent, I presume that at least the 
temporary solution of the matter has been accomplished 
by the omission, by now, of my name from consideravion, 
I would not feel that such a procedupe was in the least 
way unjust. 

I must still confess a great deal of ignarance 
concerning the potential nature of such a work as I 
am considering, but there is deep within me, an urge 
to serve my Saviour in some such capacity. 

I am elated at the rescent progress of our 
Church work here, and am more than greatful to God for 
the richness of His blessings. 

If there is anything further to communicate to 
me, or any way that I can make amends for this unavoidable 
discourtesy, please advise. Chicago would, incidentally, 
have been quite a heavy distance for me to travel, but 
I am sitll sincere in giving this matter a worthy con- 
sideration, if there is still any need for such by me.
